Wiſe (for the ſake of a Plantation) a Lacker-Fac'd Creolean, to 
the great diſſatisfaction of his Original Spouſe, who had often de- 
clar'd (thro? the ſweetneſs of her Diſpoſition) That if he had Marry'd 
another Handſomer than her ſelf, it would never have Vex'd her; 
but to be RivaPd by a Gip/y,a Tawny Fac'd Molerro Strumpet,a Pump- 
kin colour'd Whore; no, her Honour would not ſuffer her to bear 
with Patience ſo coroding an Indignity. The other two were a pret- 
ty Maid, anda comely Widow, fo that in theſe three, we had every 
Honourable State of the whole Sex: One in the Stare of Innocency, ano- 
ther of Fraition, the third of Deprivation; and if we'd had but onein 
the State of Corruption, a Man might have pleas'd himſelf as well in 
our Little World,as you Libertines can do in the Great Ore.

Skimming-diſhes, and made ſuch unmerciful wotk with the poor 
diſtreſſed Bark, that a Gang of Bailiffs with an Execution, or a Kennel 
of Hoands upon a Dead Horſe, could not have appear'd more Ravenous. 
Frotn thence, with a proſperous Gale, we made the beſt of our wa 
into the wide Ocear, which Mariners ſay, is of ſuch Profundity, 
that, like a Miſers Conſcience, or a Womans Concupiſcence *tis never

*T was in the midſt of Winter, and very Cold Weather when we 
ſet out; but in a Fortnights time we were got into a comfortable

King allow'd him 4 Suſpenſion, and this Lubberly W help here ſays I talk 
like a Fool; and ſure I have not aſed the Sea this Thirty Tears but I can 
 Argufie any thing as proper as he can. | | ; 

The chief Sports we had on Board, to paſs away the tedious Hours, 

were Hob, Spie the Market, Shove the Slipper, Dilh-Dally,and Back-(14m- 
mon; the latter of which proy*d as ſerviceable to me, as a Book of 
Heraldry to a Gentleman Mumper, or a Paſs to a Pennileſs V agabond.: For | 
{like the Whore who boaſted of her Induſtry) I us'd to make my Days 
Labour worth Two Shillings, or Half a Grown, at Two Pence or a Groav 
a Bout. The moſt Fowertail Adverſary Iengag*d with, wass Parſoz, 
who, when the Bell Rung to Prayers, would ſtartup in the middle of 
a Hit, deſire my Patience whilſt he Rep'd into the Great Cabbin, and 
gave his Sinful Congregation a Dram of Evangelical Corfort, and he 
would wait upon me preſently. But that Recreation in which we took 
a tnore peculiar delight, was the Harmony we made, by the aſſiſtance 
of the two Heaven-drivers,in Lyricking over ſome Antiquated Sonnets, 
and for varieties ſake now and then a P/a/m, which our Canonical 
Vice-Whippers Sung with as Penitential a grace, as a Sorrowful Offen- 
der in his Laſt Night-Cap. 
_ To pleale my ſelfat a Spare-Hour, I had taken with mea Flute, and 
there being on Board a Spanriel-Dog, who (Seaman-like) had no great 
kindneſs for Wizd Maſick, for when ever he heard me 7 ooting,he'd be 
Howling, which, together made a Noiſe ſo {urpriſing, that it frighted 
away a QCuotidian Ague, from a Young Fellow who had been three 
Weeks under the Hands of our Door. 

One Night after we had well Moiſten'd our Drouthy Carcaſles 
with an Exhilerating Doſe of Right Honourable Pazch, there aroſe a 
Storm, for which I had often wiſh'd, that I might not bea ſtranper to 
toany Surprifing Accident the Angry Elements, when at Variance, 
_ might afford me. The Heavens all round us (in as little time as a 


| Phi might loſe her Maidenhead) had put on ſuch a Malignant Aſpett, 


as if it threaten'd our DeſtruQion ; And Zolus gave us ſuch unmer- 
citul Puffs and Whiffs, that I was fearful to ſtand upon the Quartere 
Deck, leaſt before my Time I ſhould be ſnatch'd up to Heaven in a 
Whirle-Wind. From all the Corners of the Sky there darted forth 
ſuch Beams of Lightning, that I Vow and Proteſt the Fire-Worksin St. 
James's-Square,were no more to be compar'd to't,than aGloworms Arſe 
to a Cotton Candle, which were inſtantly ſucceeded With ſuch Volly's 
of Thander, from every ſide, that you would have thought the Clouds 
had been fortifi'd with Whole Cannon, and weary of being toſt abour 
with every. Wind, were Fighting their way ito a Calmer Region to 
enjoy their Reſt. Then fell ſuch an exceffive Rain, that as we had 
one Sea under us, we feard another had been tumbling upon ourHeads; 
for Wart, Ltcar'd the very Falling of the Sky, and thought of no- 
thing but Carching of Larks. My Spirits being a little depreſt, by the

apprehenſions of the Danger we were under, I went down into the 
Gun=room, to conſult my Brandy-Cask about taking of a Dram; where 
one of our Laates,thro' want of better Accommodation, was forc'd to 
be Content w ith a Cradle, in which ſhe was Praying with as much Sin- 
cerity for Fair Weather,as a Farmey for a Kjnd Harveſt, oran Old Maid 
for a Good Hasband:; And1I being greatly pleas'd at her moſt Impor- 
tunate Solicitations,have given you a Repetition of one part,viz. And 
if Thou haſt Decreed, that me ſhall Periſh in this Tempeſt, I moſt hambly 
beſeech ] hee to Puniſh with Pox, Barrenneſs, avd Dry-Belly-Ach, that 
Adultrous Strumpet, who, by Robbing me of my Husband, hath been a 
meansof bringing me to this untimely End ;, may her whole Life be a continued 

courſe of. Sin without « Moments Repentance, that ſhe may Die wi; hoat 
FRET ana be Damn'd without Mercy. In which Interim a Sea 

waſh'd overour Fore-Caftle,run Afr, and came down the Whip-/curtle; 
{ſhe concluding we were going tothe Bottom, Shreek'd out, and fell 
intoa Fiz; whilſt I, thro! my Fear, together with my Modeſty,ſcorn'd 
to take the Advantage of fo fair an Opporrunity. 

In a doubtful Condition, between this World and the next, we 
labour'd till near Morning, about which time the Storm abated : But 
aa ſoon as Day-light appear'd, and the Serenity of the Weather had 
turn'd our Frightful Apprehenſions into a little Alacrity, ſome of 
the Men, from Aloft, z{pi'da Sail bearing after us with all Expedition; 
and being no great diſtance from the Coaſt of Sall, a jealouſy aroſe a- 
mongſt our Officers, of her being a Man of War belonging to that 
Country, they having uport the Concluſion of the late Peace with 
Fraxce,Proclaim'd a War with Eagl/ard; ſo that we thought our ſelves 
now in as great Danger of being knock*d on the Head,or made Slaves, 
as we were beforeof being Drown'd. This Alarm kindled up a+ 
moneglit us new fears of approaching Danger, more Terrible than the 
former we had ſo happily ſuryiv'd. 

Command was given by our Captain,to prepare for a Fight; down 
Chelts, up Hammocks, bring the ſmall Arms upon the Quarter- 
Deck, and every Man directed to his Poſt, by orders fix*d upon the 
Mzzzen-maſt 1n the Steerage ; the Bulkhead and Cabins knock'd down, 
the Deck clear'd Fore and Aft,for every Man to have freeacceſs to his 
Buſineſs. Whea all things were ina readineſs to receivean Enemy, 
I took a walk on purpoſe to look about me, and was ſq animated 
with the Seamens Activity and Induſtry, together with the ſmell 
of Sweat, Match, and Gun-powder, that like *Squire W:itherington 
in Chivz Chaſe, T could have Fought upon my Stumps. By this 
time our {uppos'd Enemy was almoſt come up with us, under Eng- 
liſb Colours, but his keeping cloſe upon our Qzarter, and not bearing 
oft, gave us ſtill reaſon to miſtruſthim ; but ſeeing him a ſmall Ship, 
and ours a Veſſel of goo Tuns, 28 Guns, and about 5o Men, we 

Fara our Mazz Sail with all our Hands at once, as a Stratagem 
to ſeem well Man'd ; put our Top-Sazls aback, and lay by, to let 
*em ſee We were zo more Afraid than Hurr. We had on Board an 
Iriſh-man going over a Servant, who I ſuppoſe was Kzanap'd; Iob- 

 ſerv'd this Fellow, being quarter*d at a Gun, look'd as pale as a 
Pick-Pocket new taken: I ask'd him why he put on ſuch a Cowardly 
look ; and told him *rwas a ſhame for a Man to ſhew ſo much Fear 

in 
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1n his Countenance. Tzated Sir ({aid.he) I cannot halp et, I love the bats 
of a Drum, the Pop of a Piſtol, or the Bounch of a Muſhket wall enough, but 
by my Shoul, the Roaring of a Great Gun always makeſh me ſtart. 1 asld 
him whoſe &rvant he was. By my Fait, taid he, [cannot tell; Inaſh 
upon C hange looking for a good Maſhter, and 4 brave Gentleman came to 
me and ask'd me who I waſh; and 1 told him I was myn now ſhelf, and he 
gave me ſome good Wine and good Ale,and brought ye on Board, ana [ have 
not ſheen him ſinch. By this time our Adverſary was come within 
hearing, and upon our Hailing of him, prov'd a little Ship bound t 
Gaines, which put an end to our Fears, and made us fly to the Pur þ
